Mrs. Gougar is the prohibitionist who 
made the famous sensation about whisky 
on the funeral train of a California sen- 
ator a few months ago. She snraug upon 
the platfonn with the help ot two dele- 
gat^. She said : 

"I repudiate the mention of my name 
as secretMry or assistant. I am not a 
delegate and that mention i.s unwarrant- 
ed. I sympathize with you in your oj)- 
preesion, and am gla<l tliat v<iu li:ive 
made such a protest. But wiien I ilnd 
that a prominent member of the Brew- 
ers' National association (Con Burkhaus- 
er) is chairman of the committee of 
arrangements, and when I find that he 
was chairman of the mass nuethig la«t 
n ight, I repudiate it. And 1 will until 
you repudiate tiiat man and declare in 
favor of the prohibition of the liquor 
traffic." 

This was preeted by cheera and cries 
of "Hurrah I'or Gougar !" 

Senator Poffer was then led to tlie 
•tage, introdnced as chairman and de- 
livered a stir; Ing address. 

Profe.s8or Ciiarles Vincent, of Kansas, 
introduced Mrs. Marion Tod, of Chicago, 
formerly of Nebraska, who made a stir- 
ring addieai ia pt a eep ting a bouquet of 
flowers to the ehaimoi. She closed 
wit)i a quotation from Victor Hugo: 
**Bi who falls for liberty and the 
brotherhood of labor, falls in the radi- 
ance of the future and enters a grave 
abMdy illuminated by the dawn." 

Qe MUrasiaim of the convention was 
further evidenced by a big collection 
taken up to sand home John £. Savage, 
of Narta Carolina, a'delegate who had 
not enough money to get home. 

The oomaalttee on rules and order of 
business tbse reported and thebr report, 
after considerable discussion, wa.s 
adopted. . , , 

The ooatoeaea then adjourned for 
dinner.

Soon after the convention bad reaesem- 

bled at 2 p. m. tht^ report of the committee 
on platform was presented by Ignatius 
Donnelly and read by Robert Schilling. 
Itomned with a lengthy statement of 
the (xiiitioU and social grievances and 
evils th:it had rendered mdmendent jx)- 
litical acti(.n not only dswable, but 
necessarj'. Then came the teeohitions, 
which read iis follows: 

First-Thut in view of the great social, 
industrial uiid f( (>iiiMnii al revolution now 
dawning upon the civilized world, and the 
new and living issues confronting the 
American people, we »>eUeve thi^ the time 
has arrived for a crystallzatlon of politiail 
reform forces of our country, and the 
fbnnation of what should be known as the 
People's party of the United State* of 
America. 

.Second 'I'liat vm' most heartily enrtonw 
the denianilH of the platform as adopted at 
St. Louis, Mo., in IMh-lt, Ocalii, Fl«., in ISW, 
and Omaha, Neb., in is-.il, by tlie indus- 
trial organizations there repivseutt^d, suui- 
marised as follows: 

Tlilrd— That we urge uuitetl action of all 
pracnsalya organisations in attemiiug the 
conference called for Feb. 28, ItfiM. by six of 
the leading reform orgaul*ation». 

VoHiAh— Tbafc a NaUonal osdUsI com 



mittee be appointed by this conference, to 
beeleotedby this body and of rhn-e mem 
hers fiom each state represented, to be 
named by each state delegation. 

Fifth— That this central committee shall 
represent this body, attend the National 
conference on Feb. 22, 18W, and if possible 
unite with that anil all other reform organ 
7.<itions there assi ndilcd. If no satisfa<' 
tory arifiinu'iit cat^ Ih- elTe<ted, thi-. kiiii 
mittee sliall call a .\,u lonal convention not 
later tlian Jiiin' 1, is'.i:;, for the purpose of 
nominating canilidates for pnsideiii 
and vice president.

Great enthustasm was manifested 
when the flnt reeolation naming the 
new movement the P rogress Party of the 
United States was read, the victorioMs 
element indulging in several rounds <it 
applause. At raw oonchislan of the 
reading Shilling made an eneigetto argn- 
mt>nt in favor of adopting the platform 
as prejiared, and append to UM dde- 
gates to abstain frooi adding any pet 
theories to the doctnnent. 

T. H. Davis, ot Texas, ale ez-Confed 
erate offloer and a six-footed, goateed, 
tytiioal southerner, moved the adoption 
of the platform and resolutions in their 
entirety, declaring that it waa time that 
the fsimera of the south and the labor 
ing men of the north clasped hands 
across the chasm and buried the bloody 
shirt forever. 

He was followed by a Union soldier. 
Gten. John Wadsworth, of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., who, toward the close of an im 
passioned aiddrees, caUtft npon the Texas 
ex-Confederate so return to the plat 
form. Davis complied, bringing with 
him Col. R. W. Humjihrey, the leader 
of the ColoNd Alliance of the south, 
which boasti of • membership of 1 ,250,- 
000. The three men clasped hands and 
each uttered a fervent "Ood Bless You.'' 

The sight moved the delegates on the 
floor to a frensy. Thev broke from 
their seats, bearing aloft the banners 
designating the respective states and 
crowded upon and around the etage, 
The ex-Comederate carried one of the 
American flags that decorated the desk 
of the presiding ofiicer and waved it in 
the air, and Wadsworth and Humphrey 
followed his example. The delegates 
were short of bunting, so they tore 
down the flags from the galleries and 
literally wrapped the three men in their 
folds, while cheer after cheer echoed in 
the rafters. 

For twenty minutes or more it was a 
pandemonium of enthusiasm. One half 
the audieni e sang "The Star Spangled 
lUnncr. " while the other half was ren 
dering ".\merica;" and the men from 
Kansas aiul Texas hugged and embraced 
their colleagues from tlie west and north- 
west, and order was restored only when 
everybody was exhausted, and thon the 
debate i^ii the platform was resumed by 
ex-(\)ngres-man lioynton. of Massachu- 
setts. 

He wa-s followinl by rci»iesentatives of 
all the orgaiii/.ations that comiiosed the 
convention, and everything was harmo- 
nious tint ilC (i. Mille)-. of California, 
came to the Iront with a iiropositimi to 
add a .-tioiig pioliiliitioii plank in the 
platform. .lust us soon as he had made 
Known liis intention the convention was 
in an uproar, and for half an hour there 
was a numkey and parrot kind oCa 
time. 

Miller held his u'roimd while Senator 
Petler 8plinlen-<l the lid of his desk with 
his gavel in tniithss etforts to im serve 
order. Above the din could be heard 
the voiot>s of .John McGovem, of Chica- 
go, and Uob<'rt Schilling, the fonuer 
trying to s<iuolch the California man, 
aiid the latter declariiig that he was a 
firebrand and the tool of outside enemies 
of the movement, who sought to destroy 
it at the start. 

(Juiet was only secured after Senator 
Peffer had managecl to make the con- 
vention understand that if the session 
continued all night, no motion for a<l- 
journment would be entertaineil until 
the Cv'aliforuiuu had been given a fair 
show, .jmd the latVnc. was thiap allowed 



lo concmue. On being put to a vote, 
however, his plank wius snowed nnder by 
an overwhelming majority, and the ree- 
Intions, without addition or idtcration, 
were adopted. 

After this the roll was called for mem* 
bers of the National oommittee. 

When the name of Rewesentative 
Taubeneck was announced by the Illi- 
nois delegation there was a cry from all 
parts of the hall for his appearance on 
the stage, and three cheers were given 
f'lr A. iT. Htreeter, who was seated m the 
Illinois delegation. Taubeneck respond- 
ed in a brief speech. He said: 

"Yon see befoi^ yon all that is left of 
the celebrated Independent party hi the 
Illinois legislature, so often called the 
"Big Three." We are standing on the 
brink of a conflict between capital and 
lnlx)r, and the longer that conflict is 
postponed the worse it will be, and our 
I" iliticians might as well try to stop a 
cyclone or the movement of the stars 
lis to evade this issue." At ^.30 the con- 
vention udjoumetl sine die.

to the e(Te< t that for some time past 
$3."iO.(HKi has been on deposit at the Bank 
of Hnlisii North .\nierica in tiiis city to 
the credit of the insurgents and their 
agents. 

The money is said to have been sent 
here from Chili, and it is also said that 
letters are now in the posseesion of the 
government authorities which show tliat 
many of the wealthy and influential 
izens of Chili have contributed this and 
other large sums of money for the over- 
throw of Biilmaceda's government. 
I'nited States District Attorney Carter 
states that the fact of there being a large 
sum of money on deposit here to the 
Ci'edit of Senator Trumbull would be an 
important circumstance in determining 
the guilt of the accused. 

C(msiderable speculation is indulged 
in here as to the outcome df the attempt 
of the L'nited States grand jury at Los 
Angeles to se< ure dispatches m»m the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
companies relative to Chilian affairs. 
The sujierintendents of the two com- 
panies were summoned on Monday to 
produce these dispatches, and it is said 
they have both refused to do so.

The meeting was called to order at 12;;«) 
o'clock by (leneral Landram, ("liairman 
of the State Central Committee. In iiis 
address, he said he thought " the liepub- 
licana of Kentucky need not despair." 
He wanted "the faint-hearted relegated 
to the rear," and " the youthful recruits 
placed at the front." He. gave Boss 
Bradley a shot by saying " better flght 
the battle without leaders than enter the 
contest with adisoi^ganized army." In 
concluding he aaid "Let our motto be 
'United we stand, divided we fall.' He 
had forgot, probably, that that has been 
the motto of Kentucky Deaioomti from 
the atart.
